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AIDS TO RESEARCH 


In common with other activities, scientific research is becoming even more 
highly and more efficiently organized. The larger institutions not only provide 
improved working conditions and increasingly perfected equipment, but now even 
relieve those actually engaged in experimental work from the necessity of 
searching the literature in their field. This is being done for them by highly 
trained specialists who examine journals and pick out the papers of interest to 


the several workers in a given institution. 


Recently one of the outstanding scientists of Washington was asked how he 
goes about keeping up with progress in his field. "Oh!" said he, “Miss Norris, 
over in the library, sends me the journals containing papers having reference to 


my problem. She does the same thing for all the others here." 


This is perhaps typical of what is taking place in many institutions through 
out the country. The research worker is being relieved to an ever increasing 
extent, in the effort of searching literature in person. Thus he has more time 


to devote to conducting the actual experiments. 


The need for such a service is largely the result of the disorganized char- 
acter of scientific literature. Papers upon a particular research problem are 
scattered in so many different journals and miscellaneous publications through- 
out the world that it is becoming a hard task even to learn of their existence, 
much less to obtain the original papers or gain access to them. The aid render- 
ed by specialists in the search of literature naturally, will, continue to be 
appreciated by those for whom it is provided. For the many others who are not 
so fortunate, The Current List will undoubtedly serve to reduce the effort re- 
quired to gain a knowledge of medical literature. A few hours per week devot- 
ed to scanning its pages should enable one to locate nearly every current pa- 
per pertaining to any branch of medicine. Possibly the ease with which one can 
inform himself of the advances in medical research by means of the Current List 
will be a consolation to many for the lack of someone to perform this service 


for them,
